Dopesters Pick New Secretary of Agriculture 
For Him; Predict Less Federal Control Plan, 


oe dD. C The suc- 
cession of Harry S. Truman to 
the presidency upon the death of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is expected in 
time to have significant effects upon 
agriculture. There is a feeling here 
that the new president, because of 
his own personal experience as a 
farmer in Missouri, will be equally 
as good a friend of agriculture as 
was Roosevelt 

President Truman's approach to 
farm problems may be somewhat dif- 
ferent, however Those who know 
him well believe that under him there 
will be less experimentation with 
economic devices designed to help 
farmers than was the case under his 


predec eSSOI 


if this be right, greater efforts 
will be made to lessen govern- 
ment control of farming. Like- 
wise, there may not be as great 
a dependence upon the mech- 
anism of farm subsidies to main- 
tain farm income. 


It is too early, however, to make 
definite forecasts along this line, 
President Truman’s methods of deal- 
ing with post-war farm problems will 
be strongly influenced by his Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, the nature of 
foreign trade, and urban employment 
conditions in this country

much speculation to the effect that
